Perhaps, there is not, in all Hittory, a flronger In- 
ftance of Depravity than this: What this Man’s An- 
ceflors would have thought on with Horror, as the worl 
Thing that could have befallen them, he treats as a Mat- 
ter of Merit, Triumph, and Glory. 

Even Poifons have their Ufe: I have brought this Paf- 
fage forward, not that, like the Pharifee, in the Parable, 
we fhould thank Gop, .in the Pride of our Hearts, that, 
we are not like this Dane: But that we fhonld ferioufly 
reflect, whether we have not been expos’d to the like 
Servilicy, and gone almoft the fame Lengths in Obe- 





dience, under a different Regimen. 

A tolerable State-Quack, may fo qualify the moft un- 
palatable Dofe, as to make it go down. ‘The King's Will 
is iv notorioully a foreign Phrafe, that the King’s Stamp 
could icareely make it cerrent amongit us: But the King’s 
Service is true Sterling, and paffes, without Scruple, 
thorough the whole Kingdom. 

Ard indeed, as long as the King is the Ma x of his 
People, bi; Service is the People’s Service: And he who 
serves his Majeily bet, ferves his Fellow-Subjeéts moft. 

Bat the Aiaz’s Service was ever fo ambiguous a Term, 
was ever liable to {uch a Latitude of Interpretation, and 
had fuch a gradual Tendency to make the Hill of the 
Prince the Meature of Obcdience, that the very Introduc- 
tion of fuch Plates into our common Forms of Speech, 
ovght to look’d upon as a Sort of High ‘Treafon againtt 
the Conilitution. 

And if, in the fir Inftance, it was liable to fuch A- 
bufes and Perverfions, how much more Reafon have we 
‘to be jealous of it aozw ? ‘The King’s Service now extends 
Leyond the King’s Dominions: And ever fince it has done

Moft happily for the prefent Age, and I hope for all 
to come, this extravagant Behavioar has, once more, a- 
waken'a that Spirit, which was thought to be cover'd 
under the Afhes of our Forefathers: And Refentment has 
done, what Virtue fhould have done. 

Hence forward, therefore, it may be prefum’d, that 
the Door will be forever fhut on every foreign Interett ; 
and that every Man who atts under the Servant of the 
People, will aé& only forthe People’s Service. 

In order to which, be it remember’d, when Time fhall 

ferve, That the ftaple Intcreft of England, confifts in the 
Encouragement of her Manufactures, the Extenfion of 
her Commerce, the Security and Protection of her Navi- 
gation, and the Greatnefs and Reputation of her naval 
Power. 
The two great Land Wars that we enter’d into with fo 
much Spirit, maintain’d at fuch Expence, and purfucd

But whatever fine Things may be faid to palliate or adorn 
thofe {plendid Mifcarriages, fcarce a plaufible one can be 
faid for the frantic Adventure we have been hitherto en- 
gayed in.
